The Kirkwood resolution’ said 
Alternate A was the most di- 
rect route to the City of St. 
Louis, that it followed existing 


boundary lines of five suburban 


‘cities, included evenly spaced 
interchanges and would be coh- 
venient to heavily used traffic 
centers. 


It said Alternate B was too 
far south and that Alternate C 
would duplicate existing U. S. 
Highway 66.

Mr. Chairman, I must assure you that our audience here will 
be aware of a great deal of duplication in our two speeches. It does 
not dismay me, though, to repeat these sentiments for the simple 
reason that one of the reasons I am here is to assure you of the 
identity of views on the part of the American people to those that 
have been so well expressed. (The President was referring to the 
introduction by Vice President S$. Radhakrishnan.)

India only at times of Communist hostility. 

India’s future is vital to the free world 
whether Peiping radiates ill will or good. Our 
relations with the Indians should be based 
upon that enduring fact, and not upon a su- 
perficial assumption that nations become 
friends only when they become military allies. 

Far more important in the long run than 
skirmishing on the China border is the pace 
of India’s economic development. That is the 
supreme problem to which we hope the Presi- 
dent is giving attention. 

One way of expressing the problem is in 
dollars. India’s new five-year plan, to go into 
effect in 1961, calls for help from abroad 
totaling a billion dollars worth of foreign ex- 
change each year. Our own contribution to 
India’s economic progress is great and grow- 
ing; we shall soon have spent a total of two 
billions there. Yet our Development Loan 
Fund, the principal source of such aid in the 
future, now seems likely to yield no more 
than 125 millions a year for India. 


Somehow the gap must be filled—not all 
by American aid, but by a free world effort 
in which Europe increasingly shares. We 
shall, however, have to supply some extra 
dollars, and above all the responsibility falls 
upon us for providing the inspiration and 
leadership. Just as Europe’s recovery could 
not begin until the Marshall Plan originated 
in this country, so today the initiative. for a 
decisive onslaught against poverty in the un- 
derdeveloped regions of the world must come 
from the richest and most powerful Western 
nation. 

Dollars alone, of course, are not enough. 
Some of India’s problems could not be solved 
even with unlimited foreign aid. For exam- 
ple, if her population grows faster than her 
maximum rate of attainable economic devel- 
opment, India will be simply treading water. 
She needs dollars, but she also needs com- 
passionate and enlightened friendship. If 
President Eisenhower’s journey marks the 
beginning of such a relationship it will prove 
a milestone in postwar history. : 


Medical Care in Retirement 


An unusual fringe benefit that could be 
useful as a bargaining point in the dead- 
locked steel dispute is part of the contract 
just negotiated. by the United Steelworkers 
and the American and Continental Can com- 
panies.

This is another step in a direction: likely 
to be followed more and more in union-man- 
agement contracts. It is a way of holding

The benefit, moreover, is of real substance. 
One of the problems of old age is the fear of 
those who retire that they will lose all insur- 
ance protection t the hazards of sick- 
ness.

Answer to a Special Session 


Gov. Blair indicated last September that he 
would call a special session of the Legislature 
if state revenues fell below anticipation. The 
Governor now concedes that revenues actual- 
ly are above estimates. Hence the case for 
a special session has not been made. 


The Legislature had based its appropriation 
on an expected $194,000,000 in revenue this 
year. Three months ago the Governor was 
suggesting that income might fall to 190 mil- 
lions. He was particularly concerned that the 
new use tax—an extension of the sales tax to 
out-of-state purchases—might not provide the 
eight millions expected of it. 

Almost the reverse has occurred. Director 
of Revenue Milton Carpenter says combined 
sales and use tax collections for the first five 
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a mixed one because of the steel strike.

So the Governor has lost his first premise 
for suggesting a special session. It is true he 
had others: the needs for a traffic safety 
program, a road program with a higher gas 
tax, better financing for the school foundation 
program to meet heavier enrollments. But 
the regular session of the Legislature refused 
to act on these issues, and appointed an in- 
terim committee to study the road problem. 
Is there any reason to believe that the legisla- 
tors would do in special session what they 
refused to do in regular session? 

We agree with the Governor that the Leg- 
islature left much undone, and that the pub- 
lic’s demands upon it will increase. In a 
speech at Central Missouri State. College, 
Gov. Blair said Missouri is: reaching a point 
where its revenues no longer suffice for the 
kind of government the people expect. More- 
over, Missouri ranks lowest except Delaware 
in per capita rate of state and local taxes. 
The state can afford better government. 

As a practical matter these are issues which 
the 1961 session ought to face. Gov. Blair 
has yet to show that a special session is justi- 
fied by any existing emergency, or could deal 
properly with the long-range issues which are 
piling up. 


Hope for Defense Reforms 

The new Secretary of Defense, Thomas S. 
Gates Jr., is confronted with some trouble- 
some chickens which have come home to 
roost lately. 

The situation is well summarized by Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor who retired as Army Chief 
of Staff last June because Administration 
policy on national defense frustrated him. 
Gen. Taylor, whose predecessor, Gen. Mat- 
thew Ridgway, resigned for the same reason, 
says in the current issue of Look: “Despite 
heavy expenditures, we do not have a bal- 
anced, flexible defense. Despite concentra- 
tion on weapons of general war, we are now 
threatened with a missile gap that leaves us 
in a position of potentially grave danger. We 
do not have the necessary forces to cope 
with the threat of limited wars. It is time 
to arouse ourselves and demand that a policy 
that has failed be discarded.” 

Gen, Taylor would abolish the Joint Chiefs 
as now constituted, vesting their common au- 
thority in a single defense chief of staff and 
their advisory functions in a supreme military 
council of three officers which would advise 
the President, Defense Secretary and Con- 
gress on national strategy and related mili- 
tary problems. The merits of this suggestion 
are debatable but there is reason to believe 
that the Joint Chiefs, as Gen. Taylor charges, 
no longer are the political neutrals they 
once were. And the National Security Coun- 
cil has fallen down badly in its mission of 
integrating strategic policies. 

Secretary Gates comes to his job equipped 
with invaluable Pentagon experience, but he 
is still a part of the Administration which 
has permitted these defense problems to de- 
velop. The best hope for an improved mili- 
tary posture seems to lie with Congress. 


Distracted by a Tunnel 


The investigation by Alderman Gassel’s 
special committee of the feasibility of using 
the downtown rail tunnel for commuter serv- 
ice is distracting and behind the times. It 
would have been appropriate several years 
ago when it seemed to some people, including 
us, that the tunnel might be a hidden mu- 
nicipal asset. 

But in the meantime, a most thorough ex- 
amination of the possibilities of the tunnel has 
been made by the engineering firm that pre- 
pared the St. Louis Area Metropolitan Transit 
Study. If Mr. Gassel had turned to page 
S-21 he would have found sound professional 
advice obviating the necessity of holding hear- 
ings, to-wit: 


. Conversion of the Eighth street tunnel for 
rapid transit with the Post Office site at 
Eighth and Olive as a rapid transit station 
would provide only a single centrally located 
station from which walking distances for a 
major portion of the passengers would be 
excessive. Provision of additional subways 
for a distribution loop would entail expenses 
not justified by passenger volumes which 

_ would be attracted to a service based on the 
use of existing railroad rights-of-way.

Mind. They are reacting to the wave 
of criticism exactly as they would 
react to a marketing problem. They 
are considering television and radio as 

to be sold, not as communica- 
tions forces having greater power than 
any others yet devised. 

There is still another camp (and it 
is encouraging to observe that its 
membership is growing) which be- 
lieves that the times invite, indeed de- 
mand, a fundamental revision of broad- 
casting policy. This camp looks upon 
the crisis as an opportunity. It is the 
camp of the Communications Mind. 

Both the Advertising Mind and the 
Communications Mind are national as- 
sets. Without either of ‘them this 
country would be much poorer. But in 
function and purpose they differ radi- 
cally, even though some of the vehicles 
they use are the samé. 

The purpose of advertising is ‘to in- 
fluence. Advertising for a soap is 
intended to influence people to use 
that soap. Advertising for U.S. Sav- 
ings Bonds is intended to sell bonds. 


Advertising for fire prevention is in- 


No Campus Radicals? 


Is the university radical a dying phe- 
nomenon? Washington University stu- 
dents discussed this topic recently on 
a televised panel show and while they 
seemed to indicate no clear answer 
in their case, the question seems to 
yield a very clear-cut reply at the Uni- 
versity: here he is as good as extinct.

tended to influence people to avoid 
setting fires. 

The purpose of communications is to 
inform. If the information happens to 
influence people to take actions or 
adopt points of view, that is an inci- 
dental by-product. The communicator 
seeks to enlighten or to amuse. He 
does not count it his job to persuade. 

The responsibilities of the advertiser 
and the communicator differ to the 
same degree that their objectives differ. 


- The advertiser has no responsibility 


beyond that of influencing people to 
accept a particular product or idea; 
it would be both unrealistic and unfair 
to ask him to assume a burden heavier 
than that. The communicator has the 
responsibility of conveying to his audi- 
ence all the information on a diversity 
of subjects that it is within the capaci- 
ties of him and his medium to convey. 

What happens when the Advertising 
Mind takes charge? It creates bill- 
boards, car cards, window displays, 
direct mail brochures ahd the’ weekly 
shopping news. 

What happens when the Communica- 
tions Mind is in command? It creates 
The New New York Times, The New 
Yorker, Life—a organs of 
information that could be named. 

Both billboards and The New Yorker 
serve useful purposes, but it hardly 


need be said that their natures are 
dissimilar. The point is that the more 
dominant the Advertising Mind be- 
comes, the more its product will tend 
to be a billboard; the more dominant 
the Communications Mind, the more 
the product will take on the character 
of an organ of communication. It is 
pertinent to add that the more effec- 
tive a communications organ becomes, 
the more effective it also becomes as 
a carrier of advertising. The New 
Yorker, which is indisputably con- 
trolled by the Communications Mind, 
has been obliged to ration its commer- 
cial content. 


Is it possible for the Advertising 
Mind and the Communications Mind to 
share authority over any medium? The 
futility of that arrangement is now 
being proved by radie and television. 
It does not demean the vast achieve- 
ments of. those media in any way to 
Say that they can grow to their full 
potential only if the Communications 
Mind assumes control. 

It will be difficult to persuade many 
broadcasters to re-orient their atti- 
tudes; especially when they can look to 
recent profit statements as a confirma- 
tion of the soundness of their. views. 
Yet it is obvious that the longer radio 
and television are subjected to the con- 
flicting authorities of the Advertising 
Mind and the Communications Mind, 
the stronger wll be the need for some 
kind of centralized control. In such 
circumstances, it is not unreasonable 
to fear that the government itself may 
move in to run things. It would be a 
national tragedy if the broadcast sys- 
tem fell under the supervision of the 
Bureaucratic Mind. 

Already influential men in govern- 
ment are calling for radio and televi- 
sion to tighten self-regulation. This, 
it seems to us, is a clear invitation 
for the communications-minded broad- 
Casters to assert themselves, 

If they need a guide, they may look 
to the policies that respectable news- 
papers and rhagazines developed dur- 
ing a couple of hundred years of pain- 
ful evolution. The publishing concept 
of a clear separation of powers be- 
tween the Advertising Mind and the 
Communications Mind could be adopt- 
ed with infinite profit by radio and TV.

We were in Egypt for about 
ten days and we talked at some 
length with President Nasser, 
with the leading members of his 
government who deal with for- 
eign policy and with the internal 
economy. We talked also with 
Egyptian newspapermen and 
with some of the foreign diplo- 
mats. We paid a visit to the 
Suez Canal and to the site of 
the High Dam which the Rus- 
sians are going to build at As- 
wan, At the end I felt reason- 
ably certain that the center of 
political gravity is the internal 
condition of Egypt. 


Everything else, Israel, Pan- 
Arabism, the Soviet Union, 
though related, is subordinate to 
what President Nasser can do 
and what he cannot do to 
achieve his goal which, as stated 
officially, is to double the stand- 
ard of life of the Egyptian peo- 
ple in the course of ten years, 

If this is true, it is of great 
practical importance in the shap- 
ing of Western policy towards 
Egypt and the Middle East. For 
it means the difference between, 
on the one hand, treating Nasser 
as a menace and hoping to keep 
him weak and, on the other 
hand, a policy of helping him in 
the interests of peace and sta- 
bility, 


Neither Peace Nor War. 


As between Egypt and Israel 
the true situation is, as at so 
many other points of conflict in 
the world, one where there can 
be neither peace nor war. There 
cannot be peace because no Arab 
statesman, beginning with Pres- 
ident Nasser himself, can afford 
to make a settlement which rec- 
ognizes the existence of Israel. 
Almost certainly, if he tried to 
do that, he would be assassi- 
nated. 

It is as impossible for an Arab 
to be pro-Israel as for a Catholic 
Cardinal to be a Communist. In 
Egypt and among Arab states 
near Israel a permanent state of 
hostility to Israel is for politi- 
cians a necessity. They may 
think what they like. But in 
public they must be irreconcil- 
able. 


At the same time, however, 
it is well understood in Egypt 
that the re-conquest of Israeli- 
Palestine is quite impossible. 
While there can be no thought 
of accepting and recognizing 
Israel, in arly private and serious 
discussion it is acknowledged 
that it would be foolish to toy 
with the idea of re-conquest by 
force of arms. The two unhappy 
wars with Israel have not been 
forgotten and the military power 
of Israel is certainly not under- 
rated. 


Indeed, I came away convinced 
that there is a serious fear of 
military aggression by Israel. 
Remembering the British and 
French action at Suez in 1956, 
and being deeply suspicious of 
the intentions of the United 
States, the Egyptians do not rule 
out the possibility that the West 
might unleash Israel and egg it 
On.

Purchase the proper grind for 
the type of coffeemaker used. 
The grind is related to the 
amount of water pumped in a 
percolator type and the size of 
the holes in the basket. The finer 
grind is used for the vacuum de- 
vice. 

Freshly drawn cold water is 
best, 

Spread ground coffee evenly 
in basket to insure evén extrac- 
tion. About. one-inch depth is 
ideal for most desirable flavor, 
strength and for aroma-bearing 
properties to be released. Auto- 
matic heat control and cgnsis- 
tent timing insure. uniform re- 
sults. The coffee shodld’ never 
boil. | : 

Remove the coffee basket after 
perking, otherwise fumes of the 
coffee are absorbed by the 
grounds and thé bitterness of 
the grounds drain into the brew. 

An automatic coffeemaker 


“should hold the brew at approxi- 


mately 185 degrees. Holding 
temperatures below this limit are 
too cool for pleasurable drinking 
after adding cream. Holding 
temperatures above this cause 
flavor loss and rapid develop- 
ment of astringent flavors. 
Always try to serve the coffee 
as soon after brewing as pos- 
sible. After standing an hour, 
coffee loses flavor and aroma. 
There are many. exotic coffee 
drinks which are easy to pre- 
pare, and add a special touch to 
entertaining. Here are a few:® 
Cafe Cacao: Take a large cup 
of freshly brewed coffee, add 
one jigger of Creme de Cacao, 
top with whipped cream.

ASAD TO EAGLETO 


Henry J. Fredericks will re. 
sign Jan. 1 as first assistant 
circuit attorney, but will con- 
tinue to assist the office in a 
part-time capacity, Circuit At- 
torney Thomas F. Eagleton said 
today. 

Eagleton said he will appoint 
Fredericks a special assistant 
circuit attorney, a new position 
created during the last session 
of the Legislature. 

In the new position, Fredericks 
will maintain a private law prac. 
tice. He will be assigned a cer- 
tain number of cases to prose- 
cute and will be called in to as- 
sist the circuit attorney in cer- 
tain major jury trials. 

As first assistant circuit at- 
forney, Fredericks’s salary is 
$9800 a year. He said the salary 
in the new position has not yet 
been determined. 

A graduate of St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Law, Freder- 
icks was appointed assistant cir- 
cuit attorney in 1953. In Janu- 
ary, 1957, he was named first 
assistant. 

Highly successful ag a prose- 
cutor, Fredericks represented the 
state against Robert Emmett 
Burns, who was convicted and 
sentenced to 75 years on an as- 
sault to kill charge, and Richard 
Crimmins,..convicted of murder 
and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, among others. 

Fredericks, 34 years old, said 
he decided to resign because 
“the only forward step remain- 
ing in this office is circuit at- 
torney.”” 

“I feel I must either run for 
the office or return to the pri- 
vate practice of law,” he said. 
“IT cannot do both at the same 
time. I choose to practice law.” 

Eagleton praised Fredericks as 
“an excellent administrator and 
an invaluable assistant.” 


PILOT GROUNDED FOR FLYING 
B-47 UNDER MACKINAC SPAN 


COLUMBUS, 0O., Dec. 10 (AP) 
~The Strategic Air Command 
today ruled that an Air Force 
pilot who flew a $2,500,000 jet 
bomber under the straits of 
Mackinac Bridge will never fly 
a military airplane again.

Capt: Lappo admitted at his 
court martial hearing Aug. 17 
that he flew the six-engine B-47 
under the 150-foot-high span 
April 24: The court martial 
penalty included a severe repri- 
mand and a $50-a-month fine for 
six months. 


INDIAN REDS FEAR WELCOME 
TO VOROSHILOV MAY BE COOL 


NEW DELHI, Dec. 10 (UPI)— 
Indian Communists are = dis- 
tressed over the reception their 
countrymen have given Presi- 
dent Eisenhower.. They fear it 
will be a tough job drawing 
crowds for the visit next month 
of Soviet President Voroshilov. 

Voroshilov is due here for a 
two-week visit starting Jan. 21.

WAY TO FLUSH STRONTIUM 
FROM ANIMALS REPORTED 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
Three Baltimore doctors say they 
have found a way to flush radio- 
active strontium from the bodies 
of animals, 

_ Injections of harmless sulfates, 

common salts of sulfuric acid, 
do the trick, according to the 
three researchers at John Hop- 
kins Medical School. 

If the sulfates work the same 
way in human beings, the dis- 
covery could help save persons 
exposed to strontium radioactiv- 
ity in laboratories, bomb tests 
or nuclear warfare. 

The doctors say the injections 
boost excretion of strontium by 
5 to 20 times the normal rate— 
before the strontium enters the 
bones. Strontium is one of the 
radioactive ashes in nuclear fall- 
out.

Current outlays, which had 
been expected to be higher, now 
are estimated at a rate of 34 


billion dollars a year. The rate | 


apparently will move only $500,- 
000,000 higher, or about 1.2 per 
cent, in the first quarter of 1960. 
The forecast, based on actual 
reports from corporations on 
their planned investment in plant 
expansion, modernization and 
equipment, was issued by the 
Commerce Department and the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission. 
It indicated that industry’s 
capital outlays, which can be 
an important supplier of new 
jobs and income, will have only 
a minor stimulating effect in 
early months of the, new year. 


Result of Steel Strike. 


It also showed that the 116-day 
steel strike caused many firms 
te postpone or cancel planned 
expansion projects. This quar- 
ter’s outlays are about $1,400,- 
000,000.. lower, in annual rate, 
than the planned. spending re- 
ported by industry in the last 
previous survey, made in July 
and August. 

Yesterday's report noted, how- 
ever, that the expected first- 
quarter rate of $34,500,000,000 
will be 15 per cent higher than 
the total for 1959 as a whole, 
after allowance is made for the 
normal winter slowdown in con- 
struction. 

And some private surveys, look- 
ing farther ahead than the Com- 
merce-SEC study, indicate that 
a substantial speedup will take 
place later in 1960. 

Outlays for 1959, estimated at 
$32,500,000,000, are about 7 per 
cent above 1958 but are far be- 
low the 37-billion-dollar record

LAST CHRISTMAS, Charles 
Norman Granville, president of 
a Wilton, Conn., perfume manu- 
facturing concern, presided over 
his company’s holiday party 
garbed in a long flannelette 
nightgown and a halo made out 
of a bent coat hanger. His em- 
ployes were in various other 
astonishing getups, all supposed 
to have something to do with 
the perfume industry. Gran- 
ville’s halo qualified him to pose 
as a “heavenly scent.” 

Head of Angelique and Co., 
Inc., which this year will sell 
about $1,200,000 in perfume, Gren- 
ville is suspected of being slight- 
ly mad. He does nothing to dis- 
courage the idea. He calls his 
perfume factory “The Skunk 
Works.” He has the hide of a 
somewhat mangy cld skunk 
tacked to the front door of his 
new $125,000 plant. For confer- 
ences with buyers and talks with 
visitors, he wears a skunk-skin 
hat. 


When business is rushing and 
he thinks his employes need a 
breather, he has been known to 
stride into his factory, yell 
“Time for a Party!” and pcp 
highballs and snacks on the con- 
veyor belts normally used for 
packaging perfumes. 


At other times he shuts down 
all the machinery and calls for 
a jam session. While 54-year-old 
Granville beats the daylights out 
of the drums, employes belt it 
out of piano and sax. Sometimes 
for no reason at all, Granville 
singles out a worker and takes 
her for a spin on his Lambretta 
scooter around the winding lanes 
of the territory near the perfume 
factory. 

Granville’s relaxed approach 
to big business keeps his em- 
ployes blissfully happy. They, in 
turn, work like a bunch of beav- 
ers on benzedrine, obsessed with 
the idea of keeping the boss 
equally happy. 

“We get the orders out,” 
Granville says. ‘But we like to 
have fun doing it.” 

Granville’s Angelique com- 
pany, a comparative newcomer 
to America’s $90,000,000-a-year 

rfume industry, is today one 
of the top 10 companies in the 
scent business. Granville doesn’t 
want Angelique to grow any 
bigger. 

“We try,” he explains, ‘to 
maintain a certain snob appeal.” 

At one time a highly-paid cog 
in a Manhattan outfit of effi- 
ciency experts, Granville re- 
belled completely in 1946. Then

Once the perfume factory was 
going, one of Granville’s first 
moves was to install a' fire- 
man’s pole between the second 
and ground floors. There really 
wasn’t any reason for it; Gran- 
ville just likes fire poles. 

Next he startled the perfume 
industry by installing squirt 
boxes outside stores that sold 
Angelique’s Black Satin per- 
fume. Competitors snorted 
that the idea was highly undig-. 
nified, but customers happily 
pressed little buttons or turned 
smal] knobs to spray them- 
selves with sample shots of 
B'ack Satin and went into the 
store to buy the stuff by the 
bottle. 


The first full year that Ange- 
lique was in business the com- 
pany sold $169,000 worth of per- 
fume; the next year jumped up 
to $320,000; and by 1951 had 
reached the million dollar mark. 

In 1954, Granville’s partner, 
N. Lee Swartout, retired at the 
aze of 41. Granville now runs 
the “Skunk Works’ entirely 
alone. Two years ago he built 
an ultramodern new plant out- 
side Wilton. The Norfolk river 
ambles past the plant’s back 
door. There is a flower garden, 
where Granville employes work 
and pull weeds on the days when 
the boss suddenly decides to shut 
up shop for a couple of hours, 


Along with modern factory 
equipment, the Skunk Works is 
equipped with a full kitchen 
where employes brew their own 
coffee and whip up tasty snacks, 
There is a ‘‘catnap room” where 
the girls snooze after lunch, and 
a corner of the factory is set 
aside for noon-day three-cent 
limit peker games. So much is 
taken out of each pot to pay for 
regular company parties. 

From the beginning Ange- 
lique’s public relations have 
been as intriguing as the com- 
pany’s personnel relations. In 
1948 Granville hit upon the idea 
of making perfumed snow fall on 
the city of Bridgeport. He hired 
a plane, bought a lot of dry ice 
and soaked it in Black Satin. 
Then he and the pilot went aloft, 
seeded the clouds, and descended 
to await the reaction to scented 
snow. It was considerable. 

In 1951 Granville spattered 
Paris with scented rain and the 
resultant publicity sent Ange- 
lique’s sales rising to the mil- 
lion mark on the graph. But 
last July Granville’ pulled off a 
still more fantastic stunt.

The 
only trouble is that it isn’t going 
to get to England as Granville 
planned. Looks as if it’s going 
to hit New York instead. 


“Somehow it backlashed out of 
the Gulf Stream,” Granville ex- 
plains. ‘The last word we had, 
it was about 50. miles off New 
York in a back eddy set up by 
the Hudson river.” 

No man to accept anything but 
temporary defeat, Granville is 
now thinking out his most ambi- 
tious plan. He wants to perfume 
Mars. He’s going to ask the 
government to squirt some per- 
fume out of the first satellite 
they send to Mars.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Drug Price Inquiry 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 10. 

I THINK EVERYONE must have been a little shocked 
at the defense of the very high mark-up in drug prices. 
Many of those needing these drugs are old people living on 
social security. They cannot afford these prices. 

It is true that drug manufacturers are in an intensely 
competitive field, that much research is needed, and that 
frequently research does not produce immediately the result 
that the drug manufacturers desire. But not all of the 


research is done in the drug company’s laboratory. Much | 


of it is done outside. 


All of the explanations given before the Senate 
subcommittee, as well as details of the possible risks, 
are probably comparatively valid, but they do not 
make it satisfactory to continue practices which prac- 
tically put most drugs far beyond the means of the 
people who need them most. ‘I think this congressional 
investigation has been long overdue, and the time 
has come for us to do some careful thinking on how 
the risks can be curtailed, the prices lowered, and 
the public protected. 


ON MONDAY NIGHT the Democratic Advisory Council 
gave a dinner in my honor which, it was hoped, would raise 
money to help the Democratic National Committee pay off 
its deficit. I hope it was possible to help the National Com- 
mittee, since we need money for education and organizing 
all through the year and not only during the campaign itself.

Senator Lyndon Johnson did not appear among these 


candidates, and of course it is quite possible that the Senator © 


But he probably has every desire 
and intention to have something to say in the choice of the 
man who is nominated. 

Those who were present were more than kind 

to me, and I think all received a warm welcome. 

_ But no one received the ovation which was accorded 
Adlai Stevenson. This showed, I think, how loyal 
large numbers of our party are to him. . 

As I listened to the speeches, I could not help thinking 
that perhaps one of the things we ought to emphasize in 
our party is the need to prevent crises. We have not 
thought enough about the obligation of leadership to plan 


far enough ahead to prevent our arriving on the brink of 
disaster. ‘ 


It seems to me that the “brinkmanship” which character-- 


ized some of our opposition’s policies has been proved- dan- 
gerous and that one of the things we should particularly 
strive for in the next few years is foresight, imagination 
and preventive action. This, in the end, may prove to be 
wiser statesmanship than facing with courage a situation 
which should never have been allowed to develop.

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How to Stuff and Roast a Squab 


By Hoyt Alden 


THE TOP LETTER in our ac- 
cumulation of mail is from a 
woman who wants to know how 
to stuff and roast a squab. We 
don’t get many inquires about 
squab, but we’re glad to be of 
help, 

First, it depends on how fancy 
you want to get. The simple way 
is this: Stuff the birds with a 
mushroom stuffing, which is 
bread stuffing made by adding a 
half cup of sauted -in - butter 
chopped mushrooms for each 
cup of bread crumbs. 

Figure on about one third of a 
cup of stuffing for each bird. 
Then truss them, season them 
with salt and pepper and brush 
them with melted butter. Roast 
them at 325 degrees until they’re 
tender which will be a matter 
of about three quarters of an 
hour. Baste them frequently with 
a mixture of melted butter and 
hot water. 


OR, IF YOU WANT to get real 
fancy, stuff them with brown 
rice. Clean, singe and wipe dry 
inside and out eight squab 
weighing about three-quarters of 
a pound each. To make the stuff- 
ing, first wash two cups of 
brown rice in.a sieve. Let cold 
water run through it until it’s 
clean. Have. ready a big pot 
containing five quarts of salted 
water at a galloping boil. Use 
two tablespoons of salt. Add the 
rice gradually so the water 
never stops boiling. Cook it, 
stirring now and then, until the 
rice tastes just barely done, 
which will take about 40 min- 
utes. 


At this point drain it in a 
colander and pour two quarts of 
boiling water over it. Shake it 
well and put it back in the pot 
it was cooked in. Put an asbestos 
mat under it, turn the flame 
low and let it steam for five 
minutes. 


In the meantime prepare a 
cup each of finely chopped 
Bermuda onion and finely 
chopped celery. Cook these in an 
eighth of a pound of butter stir- 
ring, until] they just start to 
brown, Melt another eighth of a 
pound of butter in a large pan. 
Add to it the cooked vegetables 
and the rice. Stir it lightly and 
mix it well, 


Season it with a little coarsely 
ground pepper and salt to taste. 
Then add three tablespoons of 
chopped parsley. Mix it all with 
a fork and let it cool before you 
stuff the birds. 


When you're ready to stuff, 
sprinkle the birds inside with 
and pepper and stuff them full. 
You can sew the opening or 
close it with toothpicks. Place 
them side by side in a big 
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corned beef, as far as I’m con- 
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roasting pan on a bed of sliced 
carrots. Pour on a_ half-pound 
of melted butter and put them 
in a preheated 350-degree oven 
for about 45 minutes to an hour, 
basting frequently. 

You can make a clear gravy 
from the juice in the pan, dis- 
carding the carrots, of course. 

For those of you who figure 
you’re not likely to be 
squab, this same recipe is ideal- 
ly suited to squab chickens 
weighing about a pound each.

from a reader who wants to 
know where to get a book on 
the preparation of corned beef. 
I doubt if anyone has ever writ- 
ten a whole book on the subject, 
in view of the fact it can be 
told in a few paragraphs. 

Corned beef, as a matter of 
fact, is pretty simple to pre-

cerned, is to be mated to cab- 
bage. But this famous old dish 
is by no means a hit or miss 
affair. Proceed this way: 

Wash a four-pound hunk of 
corned beef and put it in a 
kettle. Cover it with cold water. 
Bring it to a boil. Pour off the 
water. Cover it with fresh water 
and add a bunch of soup greens. 

Cover it and let it simmer for 
three hours, or until the meat is 
tender. In the meantime, take a 
head of cabbage and remove the 
outside leaves. Cut it into 
wedges and cut out the core. 
Cook it covered for seven min- 
utes in boiling water with a 
tablespoon of lemon juice. Or, 
you can cook it with the meat 
for the last 20 minutes of cook- 
ing. Put slices of corned beef 
over the cabbage wedges and 
provide both mustard sauce and 
horseradish. 


Mustard sauce is: made like 
this: Melt a fourth of a cup of 
butter in the top of a double 
boiler, Saute a small chopped 
onion until it’s soft. Sprinkle it 
with three tablespoons of flour, 
half a teaspoon of salt, an 
eighth of a teaspoon of pepper 
and a heaping teaspoon of dry 
mustard. Level spoon if you 
don’t like it so strong. Put the 
pan over hot water. Combine 
two egg yolks with a cup and a 
half of milk. Gradually add it to 
the onions, stirring all the time 
until smooth and thickened. 
Take it off the fire as soon as it 
thickens and just before serving 
stir in four tablespoons of lemon 
juice. 

Also excellent with beef, ha 
and tongue.

pare. There may be different 
approaches but the basic idea 
is fairly stable. A brisket, rump, 
chuck or plate will corn well. 
It should be boned and trimmed 
of all excess fat. 


Crush a clove of garlic in salt, 
and then make a brine using 
two cups of salt to every four 
cups of water. A good way to 
test it — brine of the proper 
strength will float a fresh egg. 

Wash the meat and pour on 
enough brine to cover it. Add 
the crushed garlic, along with 
a tablespoon of saltpeter, avail- 
able at any drug store; a table- 
spoon of mixed spices and half 
a cup of black molasses. 

Put it in a cold spot for two 
weeks, turning the meat every 
couple of days. Be sure it keeps 
cool, or a mold will form, That’s 
all there is to it.
